Killed by the Awful Collision,

New York, May 22—On Thursday, May 
19, while the weather was caim and the 
ya smooth, with a dense fog the steamor 
Celtic of the White Star line, from L'ver- 

1 came into collision with the stssm- 
er Brittanic, of the same line, from New York 
for Liverpool, striking her on the port side aft, 
gpd doing corsiderable damage, The Brittan- 
4<'s boats were lowered and filled with women 
snd cbiléren from the cabin and steerage in & 
yery orderly and expeditious manner. sit is to 
their shame that several men forced themselves 
into the boats also. Meanwhile, an examins- 
tion was made and the damage to the Brittanic 
gssertained, and it being found their the vessel 
gas not likely to founder, such boats as were 
within bail were recalled, and then occupants 
receiv. d on board. Others had boarded the 
Celtic, 2 

A pad wes made and placed over the hole in 


- the Brittanic’s side and she was turned about 


towards Now York, having arrranged with the 
(Celtic to keep company. 

The saddest result of the accident is that 
several steerage passengers, who were lounging 
shont aft at the time of the collision, were 
killed and several others injared. Both ves- 
sele, accompanied by the steamships Marengo, 
from Swansea for New York, and the British 


_ Queen, from Liverpool for New York, arrived 


st the bar at 1 o'clock this morning. Theabove 
report is from the purser of the Brittannic who 
refused any furtherinfurmation. Both steam- 
ers are anchored off the bar, being detained by 
the fog. Gne report says a man and three 
women were killed, while another says the 
victims were one WOman, a child, aged 13. and 
five men. ; 

Itisnow said that James Trowbridge and 
three female steerage passengers were instantly 
killed in the collision. Thera were aitlecting 
scenes on the dock when the passengers arriv- 
ed up tonight. Fathers, mothers, sisters, relae 
tives and friends met and hugved and kissed 
eech other with the greatest possible affection. 
The stecrage and cabin mingled in one common 
throng and while the friends of both were tak- 
en away to their homes, there were over fifty 
poor women and children with a few men who 


had escaped with just what they stood up in.* 


Semeeven bad not the full complement of 
wearing apparel, and one poor woman had to 
take of ope of her skirts to cover her babe 
with. The scene, when several 
firemen rushed for the boats, was 
described by &@ woman with great 
emotion. She said the fremen, nine of thom, 
jumped itto a boat and were ordered back by 
the captain. Mrs. Brown says she did not see 
the captain present his pistol, but she knows that 
he said he would kill any man who attemptel 
to get in that boat again or any other until the 
women were saved. They were then taken on 
beard the Celtic. The sccident occurred about 
5.30 p.m. There was. uno sea on at the time, 
but the ground-swel! was heavy and a jamp 
from the deck would have landed in the water, 
esthe boats wera bobbing up and down ata 
great rate. LKightorten people were injared 
by the ironwork agit fell or tha woodwork as 
it was crushed inboard. Four of these 
were too Gangerously wounded to be taken 
onthe steamer, after it arrived outside the 
bertcday, and were brought on the stsamer 
Fletcher to St, Vincent’s hospital. They were: 
aboy, George Robicson: Patrick Burke, aged 
forty-seven, of Wilkesbarre. Pa, who was 
iaking his wife on isit to Ireland: William 
Lawler, aged sixty-five, who was on his way 
frcm St. Louis to Iréland, and a young woman 
named Rose Kelly. Burke has his ribs frac: 
tured and suffered internal injuries, and Law- 
jer’s hip was dislocated, his ribs fractured, and 
is suffering from the shock. These men are 
in actitical concition. Roze Kelly was in- 
jured about the back and legs. Steerage pas- 
sengers state that the known kiiled included 
three mev, 2 woman an the girl, but they 
acded their belief that two or three others, 
whom they had not seen since the collision, 
might be among the dead and thrown over- 
board, as they say that bodies were thrown 
over during the night.

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TRIAL FOR BLASPHEMY. 


Peculiar and Unique Legal Proceedings in 
Court in Mortistown, N. J. 
New York, May 22.—The trial of Charles 


‘B. Reynolds for blasphemy was begunin the 


court of oyerand terminer at Morristown, N. 
J., today. The case has been the talk of the 
neighbcrbocd for a considerable time, and the 
fact that. Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll was to 
corduct the defense gave additional interest to 
it. Suthe little court room was crowded, 
everal ministers, of various denominations, 
watching the proceedings with close interest. 
The tall, portly figure of Colonel Ingersoll 
was a center of attraction. Close by him sat 
bis client,a man with thoughtful and even 
fine cast of features, who, dressed in a clerical- 
locking raiment of Diack, and wearing a 
white tie, might have been taken by a casual 
observer for a preacher of the gospel. 

Charlies D, Reynolds is about fifty-four years 
of age, and was formerly an ordained minister 
in the Church of the Seventh Day Adventists, 
whose headquarters are at Battle Creek, Mich. 
He was a prominent member of the New York 
conference of this bidy. The broadeaing of 
his views and his ultimate espousal of secu'arist 
beliefs, caused him torever his connection with 
hischurech. He immediately began to preach 
Lis new views, buying a big tent and starting 
out on an itinerant lecturing tour. Last July 
he landed at Booneton, intending to make a 
three months’ stay in that Hg J orhood, and 
speak under the auspices of the Liberal league. 
His first lecture was leveled at the Protestants, 
and the same night, with charming imparti- 
ality, be had a fling at the Roman Catholics, 
distributing copies of D. M. Bennett’s old paper, 
“The Truth Seeker,” containing caricatures 
which were far from flattering to that sect. 

Reynold’s efforts in Booneton resulted in a 
small riot,in which his tent was pulled down 
about the ears of himself and his congrega- 
tion. His attempt to secure tho arrest of the 
minister and five church elders, whom he 
blamed for the occurrence, resulted in his own 
arreston acharge of blasphemy. The prose- 
cutor, however, concluded that there was no 
case against him, In October Reynolds pub- 
lished a pamphlet on “Blasphemy and the Bi- 
ble,” embellished by a double page cartoon en- 
tithkd “Casting Pearls Before Swine, C. B. 
Reynolds, in New Jersey.” This represents 
the leciurer distributirg these jewels toa 
nuipber of unappreciative hogs, some of which 
are branded with a capital M, others witha 
cross. In the background is a tent: to the 
lecturer's rightthe kecper of the M lot stands 
beside a sty marked “M. E. Hogpen,” witha 
bucket labeled “Methodist Slop.’ To his left, 
beside the pig sty of the “Holy Virgin,” isa 
man With a bucket of “Catholic Swill.” A 
tignpest points “To Booneton.” His attempts 
to distribute copies of this in Morristown and 
its vicinity resulted in hisagain being indicted 
under the old New Jersey statute against 
blasphemy, and from October till his trial to- 
day he was beld in $500 bail. 

Lbrovughout the proceedings today, he was 
the coolest man present. It took a good deal 
of tsmeto get ajury. Colonel Ingersoll fully 
availed hinmtelf of the challenges allowed 
him. Any one who had the least little bit of 
anopinion or prejndice about him, had not 
niuch chance to serve. Creed and sect were 
inquired into, and when Colonel Ingersoll 
found a man who had but recently joined a 
church, he promptly jumped on him. A jury 
was finally selected. When they had been 
sworn, a dilapidated, elderly individual, over- 
ccme by his emotions and potations, pushed 
bis spectacles on to his brow, leaned up 
against a pillar, and ‘‘yelled” three cheers for 
Bob Irgezsstiv- He was promptly comwitted 
fer contempt of court, and was remove, smil- 
ing sweetiy ard contentedly. 

Prosecuting Attorney Willard Cutler then 
procecded with the testimony for the state, 
The principal evidence was the phamphlet it- 
sclf. Thelarge number of witnesses calied 
did not give any more weighty testimony than 
that they hadseen defendant distribu'iag it. 
They were hurried on and off the stand, and 
but little time wes spent either in examination 
or crogs-examination. Colonel Ingersoll did 
not call any witnesses for the defense, but 
spoke for two hours arguing in behalf of lib- 
erty of thought and speech, and taking the 
ground that the statute under which his client 
was indicted was not constitutional. The case 
was adjourned shortly after 4 o'clock, and will 
be resumed tomorrow morning. Colonel In- 
gerso] thinks he will get his manthroagh. If 
he does not he will appeal the case. 


WEATHER CROP REPORT, 


Temperature Averages in Different Sec- 
tions—-A Deficiency of Raiiufall. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The signal office has 
issued the fellowing weather crop report for 
the week ending May 21: 

Temperature—Ditring the week the weather 
bss been warmer than usual in all agricultural 
districts east of the Rocky mountains, except 
in Florida and Texas, where the variations in 
temperature averages about 25°, a daily aver- 
age of about 3 below normal. 
From the Mississippi valley east- 
waid to the Atlantic coast, the excess of 
temperature for the week was from 25 degrees 
to 50 degrees, a daily average of about 5 de- 
grees Warmer than usual. The excess of tem- 
perature for the season previously reported in 
the east[guif states, Tennessee, central Missis- 
sippi, and the lower Missouri valleys, has been 
creesed by the warm weather of the past 
week, while the deficiency of temperature pre- 
viously reported for the season in wheat and 
corn regions north of the Ohio river, and in 
the upper lake region, Iowa and Minnessota, 
has been reduced, thus leaving the thermal 
cc nditions in these sections at the close of the 
week near normal, 

Rainfall--Durirg the week there has been 
a deficiency of rainfall inal sections east of 
the Missouri and lower Mississippi valleys, 
while slight excesses aro reported in Texas, 
Nonthern Arkansas and Central Dakota. The 
deficiency in rainfall for the season is veneral. 
the only sections reportinglexcess being north- 
ern New England. Ohio, western Pennsylvania, 
northwestern Dakota, Oregon and Washington 
Territory. The large deficiency in rainfall 
previously reported in the southern states, 
east of the Mississipi, continues. In the cotton 
region east of the Mississippi more rain is 
needed, but recent showers and warm weather 
leave the crop in a favorable condition. In 
the west gulf states the excellent weather of 
the past week has improved crop conditions, 
except in northern Arkansas, where too much 
rain is reported. 

In the grain regions of the Ohio valley, and 
in Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska, the 
weather during the week has been generally 
favorable for corn and wheat. In Michigan, 
Wieconsin and Minnesota and northern I[Ili- 
nois the weather has been reported as favora- 
ble, but crops are likely to be injured, owing 
to the absence of rain. 

Telegraphic reports received this morning 
(Sunday, May 22d) show that local rains have 
fallen during the past eight hours in sections 
where they are most needed, as follows: Min- 
nesota, Wieconsin, Michigan, Dakota and Kan- 
BAS.

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OUTCOME OF OUR GOVERNMENT 
INDIAN POLICY. © 
ARE TN ee CO 
Worthless Savages Hiring White Men to Till Their 
Grounds, While They Ride Around ena 
Live om the Best the Market Affords— 
The Traders’ Complaint — Bic. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Senator Platt, chair- 
man of the se.ate select committee, directed 
to investigate certain allegations with respect 
to theappeintments to Indian traderships, [has 
returned from the west, whither sub commits 
tee wenta fortnight ago to take testimony. 
The witnesses to be examined had been sub- | 
peenaed to appear at Arkansas City, a town on 
the southern border of Kansas, and they came 
for the most part from the Indian Territory. 
The complaints of traders, who were sharply 
acd personally cross-examined by Senator) 
Blackburn, are to the effect that they§were re* 
moved upon no substantial pretext except that’ 
they were republicans and that personal and 
political friends of the poeple now in high | 
authority were given their places. The state- 
ments of tradere showed that they had au. 
average of twenty thousand dol- | 
lars each invested in their  basi-/ 
ress. Much—sometimes all—of their in: 


_vestment was swept away by the change, and 


men in old and middle age, who had thought 
themselves prosperous and well provided for, 
were reduced at once to bankruptcy. 

The Indians receive annuities ani lease: 
money, and are periodically in fands for a few | 
days atatime. Atajl other seasons they are | 
debtors of the traders, who usually have one- | 


half or three-quarters of their investments out- | 


standing. The Indians pay their deb‘s 
promptly enough tothe traders, who remain 
in buriness and who can continue to trust them, 
but one whose doors are closed, or who, as in 
some cases, is peremptorily ordered away from 
the territory has no chance of recovering more 
than a fraction of his dues. 

Whatever may be the verdict with regard to 
the blame worthiness ofthe appointing power 
in respect to the things developed, Senator 
Piatt thinks the committee will unite in the 
opinion that the power of arbitrary interfer- 
ence in purely business affairs of private citi: 
zens, or the making or breaking the fortunes 
of worthy men, calls loudly for reform, and 
that whatever may be the divergence of views 
respecting civilservice reformin genoral, In- 
dian traderships ought not, (as the evidence 
shows they were not under former administra- 
tions) to be disposed ofas rewards of political 
service, 

After completing the taking of testimony at 
Arkansas City,the committee proceeded by wag- 
on into the Indian territory. Almost directly 
south of Arkansas City, lies Kaw reservation 
more than one hundred and twenty thousand 
acies of as fine land ascan be found in the 
west, the property of a tribal remnant number- 
ing exactly. 1,970 individuals, counting wo- 
men and children. These people are worthless 
beggars, upon whom tho best effurts of philan- 
thropy are lavished in vain. The committse 
rede §=6© twenty or twenty-five miles 
across this reservation, without discovering a. 
single sign of inhabitancy, except the wire 
fences of cattlemen and buildings at the agen- 
cy. Coming into Osage country, they found a 
milion and a half acres, reserved for about 
fifteen hundred people, two-thirds of which 
number sre fuil-bloods, as uncultured and 
worthless as thetr ancestors of a century ago... 
There people are, 
wealthiest on the globe, If their trust fund 
and their land were divided among them, 
every man, woman and child would possess a 
fortune of about $12,000. A few of them have 
taken to farming, but this development is not 
all that might be gathered from a bare 
statement. They toil not, with their 
own hands, bat employ white men to 
do it. Fastidious aristocrats are daily see. 
coming tothe agency in their gaudy blankews 
to purchase supplies. For their own consump- 
tion they select the most delicate viauds and 
will take nothing Telse; but for their§ white 
laborers they buy cheaper and coarser goods. 

The committce came back filled with the 
conviction that our national Indian policy is 
not accomplishing all that was expected 
of ~ a their contact with 
experienced men--traders,— agents, 
and employes,—-they found it to be the almost 
universal opinion that to feed the Indian, 
clothe the savages and guard them tenderly 
against all influences and necessities which 
have served to civilize white men is not 
calculated to make them good citizens: in 
which opinion Senator Platt confesses a dispo- 
sition to concur. The Indians had, indedd 


; ceased to be dangerous as savages, but only to 


become the most despicable of worthless 
idlers,

THAT BOGUS MEMOIR. 


The Irish College at Rome Give a Second 

Denial of Their AuthorshIp. aes 
* Rome, May 22.—A summary of the so-called 
taemoir on the Irish question has reached 
Rome. A second inguiry at Irish colleze elic- 
ited another indiguant denial of any knowl- 
édge of such a docuntent, which is declared to 
be a malicious and stupid invention, devoid of 
the least probability. The absurdity of the 
talsged memoir and the ignorance it displays 
are evident to everyone who cousiders the 
nature and origin of the Irish college, so thai 
the opinion is general that it could not hive 
come from Rome. An outrage, such as this, 
can only occur in a condition of affairs when 
men lose their honor and journals sacrifice 
their decency inorder to gain party ends. 
Prospects mast be hopeless, indeed, when re- 
course is bad to such criminal and uuworthy 
meals.

THE INCENDIARY’S TORCH, 


A Row of Tenement Houses in Savannah 

Burned--Narrow Escapeotf inmates. 
_ SAVANNAH, Ga, May 22.—Fire broke out 
in an uncompleted row of tenements in the 
couthern party of this city at four o’clock this 
morning, and before it was under control de- 
stroyed thirteen dwellixgs. Ozcupants of 
the row adjoining that in which the fire 
originated barely escaped with their lives by 
jUmping through windows. Four firemen 
were injured, though not fatally, by boing 
caught between the walls of the burniag build- 
ings. The fire is supposed to have been the 
work of incendiaries, who have made several 
attempts to fire buildings in that part of the 
city. The total loss is estimated at thirty 
thcusand dollars. 


Burning ot Express Stables 
JERSEY CiTy, May 22.--The United States 
Express ecmpany’s stable, at Henderson and 
Eighth streets, was almost consumed by fire 
this morning. On the second floor nearly three 
hundred horses were kept. All but thirty or 
thirty-five were saved. Loss $75,000.

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THE BISHOP IN AFRICA.® 


SPREADING CHRISTIANITY IN THE 
DARK CONTINENT. 


Bishop Taylor and His Company of Missionariss 
Arrive at 8t. Paul, DeLocands, Africa~ 
An African Doctor’s Method of Curing 
His FPatient-Other Adventures. 


St. PaAuL, DE LOANDA, ANGOLA, Africa, Feb. 
20.—It is now nearly two years since William 
Taylor, bishop of Africa, arrived at this port 
with a company of wmissionaries bent upon 
stretching Christianity in a straight line across 
central Africa from ocean to ocean. Since then 
he has done a tremendous deal of work and 
both he and his fellow evangelizers know con- 
siderable more about this country than they 
did when they started. Bishop Taylor has 
made some radical changes in his plans, but 
with the energy and courage that characterize 
the man he has made the changes conduce to 
the broadening rather than the narrowing of 
his work. The great idea that underlics his 
enterprise, however, has not bean modified ; to 
make all his missions self-supportiag. He 
aims to develop the preacher from the farmer, 
and the farmer has to be his own carpenter and 
contracter and mason and designer as well. A 
staggering combination of requirements if the 
count) y was any other than Africa. But the 
bishop knew that he was not coming 
to a stubborn New England soil or to 
a climate that demands the making of shelter 
from driving snows. Tho soil needs little en- 
ecuragement to produce wonderfully, and such 
isthe primitive simplicity of life here atits 
bicst that an intelligent man can put together 
a very respectable house without previous ex. 
perience in building. The dangers and difiicul- 
ties were of cther natures, and included disease 
and savages. Thesé quite make up for fertility 
and warm, weather. It is the contest with them 
that makes the enterprize of unusual interest. 
Here, as in America, it was freely prophesied 
that the missionaries would fail. As a rule, 
they do not know how to acclimatize them- 
selves, and go to all sorts of absurd excesses in 
their zeal todo great work, and the result is 
that they break down, if they do not die, and 
the field remains undeveloped. Bishop Taylor’s 
asscciates have fared better than most of their 
predecessors in knowing a little about the 
lecality before coming in and providiog as 
far as they could to meet its peculiar- 
ities, Furthermore the self-supporting scheme 
bas proven to be the safeguard in many in- 
stances, as it bas necessitated activity on the 
part of the new comers. Inspired by their 
leader they have most of them pitched in with 
untiring energy and met the trials of pioneer- 
ing bravely. Their experience have beon more 
novel aud interesting than they had expected, 
and they bave studied their surroundiags with 
all the curious devotion of original exp!orers. 
And, indeed, to no small extent they are origi- 
nal explorers, for the country is so vast that 
one bas not to go far to see land that no white 
wan bas hitherto set eyeson. Todo this is a 
constant temptation to missiqgnaries, and in the 
past it bas led to serious results. Untutored 
saveges have complacently slaughtered the in- 
truders aud the dreadfal torrid fever, a kind 
of treble distilled galvanic malaria, has shaken 
them into the grave. With the present band 
of preachers the necessities of getting a supply 
of focd by their own exertions have prevented 
maby such mishaps. Moreover, most of them 
thus far are situated in Portugaecse territory, 
which is rome protection against violent dis- 
turbance. 

Getting on amicable terms with the Portu- 
ghese gouverpment took com paratively little 
time, but it was no easy task to cot started for 
the interior. A physician in the party named 
Summers went out in advance to prospect for 
lccalities favorable to the planting of mis:ion- 
ary statious and Bishop Teyler soon followed 
bm Most of the party remained at Loanda 
vetting acclimated, and a tough time they had 
of it too. Jt was decided that the first station 
shou!d be placed at Dondo, an important trad- 
ing town 240 miles up the river Coanza. If is 
the bead of navigation of that riverand trans 
portation thither is by boat. But boats go 
only semi-occasionaliy, and that was one of the 
causes of delay. A station was established 
there with no adventures of note, and Mr, and 
Mis. C. L. Davenport leftin charge. Mra. 
Davenport is a physician, having received the 
degree of M. D. from Boston university, Massa- 
chusetts. The bishop then set out on foot 
across the country for Nhangueppo, a little 
more than fifty miles distant, by the shortest 
route. W. P. Dedson went with~him and 
they were attended by two or three nativer in 
tre capacity of guides and baggage carriers. 
They BIOsE at five ol in the 
morning and breakfasted lightly on cassava 
bread, milk, banavas and sweet potatoes. By 
half past five, just before sunrise, they were on 
their way. The bishop and Mr. Dodson car- 
ried each an umbrella the cloth top of which 
had been made of double thickness. They 
wore_copper helmets, flannel] coat and trousers 
but no vest, light flannel shirts and russet 
shoes. The urabrellas were spread as soon as 
the sun appeared. The bishop had gauged his

early morning of their first day on thetramp 
Mr. Dodson was anxious 
jaster. He kept a few paces in aivance of the 
bishop who had to pul! him back as one would 
a frisky colt out for exercise. Mr. Dodson 
felt so good that he could hardly believe that 
the bishoy knew best and was inclined to 
think that his leader was afraid to test his 
strength in the presence of a younger man. 
He learned better. The genera! tenor of their 
way wasup hiil, but their was p'enty of vari- 
ety, the path being now precipitous, rocky 
and bare, and again gently sloping and grassy, 
and overhung with trees. Thev had proceeded 
about three hours, When Mr. Dodson‘s vitality 
suddenly began to wane. He had been res- 
trained from walking as fast as he wanted to, 
but he had expended his force in other ways, 
in upnecessary leaps, and in various 
movements not consistent with the great- 
est economy of strength. Presently the bishop 
was obliged to slacken his gait to accommodate 
bis quondam eager companion. And at 11 
o'clock, half an hour sooner than they had in- 
tended, they came to a halt for the day. Trav- 
ellers in this climate do all their marching be- 
fore noon. It would be suicidal to attemp:; to 
walk any distance late in the day: and long 
distance marching by nightis attended with 
many dangers,.not the least of which is the 
chilly and malignant night air. The mission- 
aries pitched their camp in the shelter of a big 
rock. The natives sat about getting ready the 
Ginner, and for afew minutes ths bishop 
looked after them. Then he noticed that Mr. 
Dodson had disappeared. Kuowing something 
of the perils of African travel he became 
alarmed atonce. He looked about him for 
some sign of his companion, or some indication 
of what he had done. Not farfrom the camp

traice. It was a deep gully overhung at the 
top on both sides wi . sense 
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and mest refreshing he found Mr. Dode 
son stretched ont at full length almost fasleep. 
The poor man thought he had picked out the 
nicest place to rest in the whole vicinity. Soe 
he had, would he have been content to 

there until the carion fowl had picked off 
flesh and the tropic winds bleached his bones, 
Had he not been awakened just as 
he was he surely would have died be- 
fore night, such is the terrible swiftness of 
tropical distemper. The bishop brought him 
back to camp, post haste, with serious admoni- 
tions as to his reckless behavior. Mr. Dodson, 
in considerable alarm, promised to be good, 
and the bishop made him put ona loose over- 
coat, or wrapper, in addition to what heal- 
ready wore, and lie down in the open air, pro- 
tected by the meagre shade of the rock. 
bishop did likewise, and for a while they 
seemed to swelter worse than when on the 
march. In time they ate lightly agaia of veg- 
etables and cassava, and drank weak tea, Mr. 
Dodsen was feverish, bnt not seriously so. He 
wanted to eat some «f the fresh fruit that grew 
vild about them, but the bishop positively for- 
bade him. 

They remained quietly at camp during the 
rest of the day ard slept at night under b 
kets. Early the following morning they pre- 
pared to set out again but Mr. Dodson had by 
ho mesnus recovered from his indiscretions of 
the day before. He felt weak and languid. He 
was treated to a stimulus in the shaps of qui- 
nine, the sovereign medicine ofall this coun- 
tyy,adrugthat no man goes without, and 
the only tonic that wise men 
resort to here. Bat in spite of 
the stimulant Mr. Dodson was not restered te 
bis former vigor and progress had to be slow, 
Eventually the natives had to carry him as 
best they could, extemporizing a litter out of 
such material es they con'd findat hand. Taney 
told the bishop that not far away was a village 
ehich they would pass through in which 
dwelt a dector of great renown who would pat 
the white man on his feet if he would consené 
to African treatment, ard reward the doctor 
eufficiently. They were not encouraged te 
think that the white man would submit, 
though when the village was reached it was 
necessary to stop and seek shelter for the in- 
valid. Rest was all he required, and the 
bishop knew it, and having attended to his 
friend’s immediate needs he set out to see what 
manner of place he had coms to. 

lt wes an irregular group of not more than 
a dozen houses, The natives cultivated in 
their crude way the vegetables indigenous te 
the country, and, occasionally taking a at of 
enterprise, went out in bunts for the elephané 
to get the ivory tusks. These they would take 
to the trading center Dondo and dispose of 
them to the chief of a caravan or to a local 
tiader. The bishop noticed several men gath- 
ered abont one of the huts at the farther end 
of ihe village and he went up to them with 
one of the native companions. The presence 
of a white man in the vicinity was not so une 
usual ss to provoke much interest. When 
they had firstarrived some of the inhabitants 
bad come to meet them under the impression 
that they were traders from Dondo, and learns 
ing their error went away again indifferently. 
The bishop went up to the group and found 
there one man who, in a revoltipg!y ugly way, 
was haranguing his neighbors. The native 
carrier listened and became very grave. 

“This man’s wife,” he explained to the bishop 
in bad Portuguese, “is very sick,and he believes 
that shé has been bewitched by herown daugh- 
ter, a girl about ten yeara old. The man says 
the girl does not look straight (meaning that 
ber eyes were afflicted with strabismus) and 
tbat sbe turns frequently in her sleep from her 
right to her left side. He intendsto kill¢he 
daughter that the spel! of disease may be lifted 
from his wife, but he is wai:ing for the doctor 
to arsure his neighbors that heis right inse 


dcing.” 


The bishop was horrified beyond measure. 

“Put eurely,” he exclaimed, “the doctor will 
pot justify the killing of that innocent child?” 

The native hesitated. His associations with 
the Europeans of Dondo bad done something 
toward civiliz'ng his nature, and he knew that 
the white men would never resort to such ex- 
treme measures in any case. And he knew that 
the white men frequently were visited by 
death in their families. Who Knows, wag 
probably his reasoning, that they might escape 
if they looked out more sharply fur witches in 
the children. He replied to the bishop: 

“TI dontknow. Itisa serious matter when 
one does not look straight, aud it is certainly 
rot right to turn from the right to the left in 
sleep. This man stays his daughter has boom 
given‘to this habit since her birth, and that he 
has long believed that she should have been 
killed at once. His neighbors have known of 
his feelings and have told him that he should 
wait for the doctor's word. They care not for 
the evil-eyed girl, but they would not like ts 
have her ghost haunting them for vengeance 
should she be unjustly put jo death,” 

Presently there was a stir in the crowd and 
the Gcctor was seen approiching. He came 
slowly and with much dignity as befitted the 
reverence in which he was esteemed. Had he 
hastened to come at the call he would have 
endangered his reputation. He was grotesquely 
clad; snakes’ skins, claws of birds and hoofs of 
sxima!'s dangled from his garments and hecar- 
ried in his hand a wand that appeared like a 
Luman femur. The natives made way for him 
in silence and gravely he approached the door 
ofthe hut. When he stooi at the entrance he 
raised his arms above his head and uttered 
several words in a loud voice A lad who fol- 
lowed bim bore a crnde drum made by 
stretching a tanned skin across 
the bough of a tree bent so as to 
formarouzh circle. The doctor took this 
610m and pounded on it vigorously with his 
wend. Then he raised bis armsagainand ut- 
tered forther words. The native told the 
bishop that this was to warn the spirits of evil, 
that he he knew them and that they had better 
take themselves off atonee. At lastthe doc 
tor turned to the husband and demanded what 
was the matter. 

“The woman-boy there’ exclaimed the fel- 
low fiercely, pointing to the trembling child, 
The African has no word for gir! and calls his 
daughters women boys. ‘she has bewitched 
my wife Sicknessisupen us. Our field is 
diy. The barana grows not forus. The wind, 
blows ill upon us and the night briegs death. 
See! The woman-boy squints, she turns to the 
left, she prays to the evil spirit in the forest, 
she talks with the ow! at night. Shall she not 
die?”

581 
the poetry isall gone out of that ship as it 
comes out of that engsgement, its decks red 
with human blvod, wheel house gove, the 
cabins a pile of shattered mirrors and destroy- 
ed furniture, steering wheel broken, smoxe 
stack crushed, a hondred pound Whitworth 
rifle shot having left ita from port to star 
board, the shrouds rent away, ladders splia 
teredand decks ploughed up, and smoke- 
blackened and scalded corpses lying among 
those who are gasping their last gasp far away 
from home and kindred, whom they love as 
much es we love wife and parents and chil- 
dren. Not waiting until you are dead to pat 
upon your graves a wreath of recognition, this 
bour we puton your living brow tho garland 
of a nation’s praise. 

O, men of the Western Galf squadron, of 
the Eastern Gulf squadron, of the South At- 
lantic squadron, of the North At’autic squad- 
ron, of the Mississippi squadron, of the Pa- 
cifle squadron, of the West Iniia squadron 
and of the Potomac flotilla, hear our thanks! 
Take the benediction of our churches, Ac- 
cept the hospitalities of the nation. If we 
had our way we would get you not only a pen- 
sion but a home and a princely wardrobe, and 
an equipage anda banquet while you live;

So you havoain 
nerve, and muscle, and bone, and dimmod eyo- 
sight, and difficult, hearing, and shortuess of 
breath, maby intimations that you are gradn- 
ally going down. ii is the servive of tweaty- 
three years ago that is telling on-you. Beof 
good cheer. We owe you jtsi as much as 
though your life bioed bad gurgied throagh 
the scuppers of the ship in the Red River ex 
pedition, or as thergh you had gone down with 
the Melvi.leotf Hatteras Orly keep your flag 
fiving as dii the Uiustrions Weehawken. 

Goce cheer, my boja! Tae sicmory of man 
is poor aud all that talk about the country 
never forgettivg thosca who fonght for it isan 
untruth. It does forget. Witness how the 
veterans somctimes had toturn tha hand or- 
gans on the street to get thoir families a liv- 
ing. Witcers bow ruinigssiy some of them 
have been turned out of office that some bloat 
ef a pclitician might take their place. Witness 
the faci that there is nota man or Wwomn’s now 
under thirty yeare ofage who has any full ap- 
preciation of the four years’ martyrduw of 183) 
to 1865 inclasive. Bat while mon m27 forgot 
God rever forgets. He remembers the swing- 
ing hammeck, Her-emembers the forecastle 
He remembers the frozen ropescf that Jan- 
nary tempest. He remembers the amputa;ion 
without sufficient ether. He remembers the 
horrors of that deafening night when forts 
from both sides belched on you their fury aud 
the heavens glowed with the ascending ani 
descending missiles of death, and your ship 
quaked uncer the recoilofthe one hundred 
pounder, while aj] the gunners, according to 
command, stood on tiptoe with mouth wide 
o en lest the concussion shatter hearing or 
brain. Heremembers itall betterthan you 
remember it, and in some shape reward will be 
given. God is the best of all paymasters, and 
fur those who do their whole duty to Him aad 
the world the pension awarded is an everlas:- 
ing beaven. 

Sometimes off the coast of England the 
roysl. femily have inspected the British navy 
msnenuvred before them for} that purpose.

miral Dupont commanting, yonder, the flag- 
ship Minnesota, Admiral Goldsborough cdm- 
manding; yonder, the flagship’ Philadelphia, 
Acmirs] Dahlgren commanding; yonder, the 
flagship San Jacinto, Admiral Bailey com- 


mending; yonder, the flagship Black Hawk, - 


Admiral Porter commanding: yonder the 
flag steamer Benton, Admiral Foote 
commandin g; yonder, the flagship 
Hartford, David Gisscoe Farragut com mand- 
ing. And now.all the squadrons of all depart- 
ments, from smatiest tug boat to mightiess 
man-of.war, are in procession, decks and rig. 
ging filled with the men who fought on the 
cea for the old flag ever since we were a na- 
tion. Grandest ficet the world ever saw. Sail 
on before all ages! Ron up all the. colors! 
Ring all the bells! Yes, open all the 
port holes! Unlimber the gans 
and load and fire one great 
broadside that shall shake the 
continents in honor of peace and the eternity 
ofthe American union! But I lift my hand, 
and ithe scene has vanished. Many of the 
ships have dropped under the crystal pavement 
of the deep, sea-monsters swimming in and 
out of the forsaken cabin, and other old craft 
havé swung inte the navy yards and many of 
the brave spirits who trod their decks are gone 
up tothe Eternal fortress, from whose cass- 
ments and embrasures may we not hops they 
leck down today with joy upon a nation in re- 
united brotherhood. 

At this anuual commemoration I bathink 
that most of you were in the naval servics dar.

evening of life. Withsomeofyou it is two 
o'clock, three o’clock, four o'clock, six o'clock, 
ard it will econ be sundown. If you were of 
age when the war broke out you are now at 
least forty-eight. Manyof you have pasted 
into the sixties and the seventies;therefore it is 
apprepriste that I should hold two great lights 
for your iliamination—the example of Christ- 
jan admirals consecrated to Christ and their 
country, Admiral F »ote and Admiral Farragat. 
Had the Christian religion been a cowardly 
thing they would have had nothing to do with 
it, In its faith they lived and died. In onr 
Brooklyn navy-yard Admiral Foote held 
pray er mee ings oa a revival on the 
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reptttation of | the words ofa Christian sailor, he gave his 
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epare time fur two weeks tothe Bible, and at 
the end of that timedeclared openly: “Hence- 
fo. th, under allcircomstaness I wiil act for 
God.” His last words, while dying at the As- 
tor house, New Yerk, were: ‘I thank God for 
ai) His goodness to me. He has been very 
gccd tome.” When he entered heaven ha did 
not have to run a blockade, for it was amii the 
ciccrs of a great welcome. The other Chris- 
tian admiral will ba honored nontil the day 
when the fires from above shall lick upthe we- 
ters from beneath and there shall be no more 
§€2. '

According to his own statement, Farragat 


was very loose in morals in early manhood, 
and practiced all kinds of sin.

He 
answered: “Iam going to follow the sea.” 
“Follow -the sea,” said the father, “and be 
kicked about the wo:ld and die in a foreign 
hospital?’ “No,” said David, “I am 
going to command, like you.” ‘‘No,” 
enxid the father, “a boy of your 
habits will never command anything,’ and his 
father burst into tears and left the cabin. 
From that day David Farragut started on a 
new life. Captain Pennington, an honored 
elder of this church, was with him in most of 
his battles and had his intimate friendship, and 
he confirms, what I had heard elsewhere, that 
Farragut was good and Christian. In every 
great crisis of life he asked and obtained the 
civine direction. When in Mobile bay the 
monitor Tecumseh sank from a torpedo and 
the great warship Brooklyn that was to lead 
the equadron turned back, he said he 
was at a loss to know whether to 
advance <¢r_ retreat, and he asay:: 

“IT prayed: ‘O God, who created man and 
gave bim reason, direct me what todo. Shall 
Igoon?” Anda voice commanded me: ‘Go 
on,’ and I went on. Was there ever a more 
touching Christian letter than that which he 
wrote to his wife from his flagship Hartford? 
“My dearest wife, I write and leave this letter 
for you. lam going into Mobile bay in the 
morning, if God is my leader, and [ hope He ie, 
aud in Him I place my trust If He thinks is 
is the proper place for me to die I am ready to 
srubmit to His will in that as all other things 
Gcd bless and preserve you, my darling and 
my dear boy, if anything should happen to me, 
May his blessings rest upon you, and your dear 
wother, and all yoursistersand thoirchildren ”’ 

Cheerful to theend, he said on board the 
Talis poosa in the last voyage he ever took: “It 
would be well if I died now in harness.” The 
sublime Episcopal service fur the dead was 
never more appropriately read than over his 
catket, and well did all the forts of Now York 
harber thunder as his bedy was broug to our 
wharf: snd well did the minute gn: sound 
and the bells toll asin a procession h agi‘ 
its ranks the president of the Unit Sates 
end his cabinet, and the mighty m . of laad 
and rer, the old admiral was ca: cicd anil 
bondreds of thousands of uncovered ‘eads va 
Breadway. and laid on his pillow of dust ia 
beautiful Woodlawn, September 30, amid the 
pomp of onr autumnal forests. 

Ye veterans who ssiled and fonght under 
him, take youradmiral’s God and Chriss for 
your Ged and Christ, After afew more con- 
flicts you too will rest. lor the few remaining 
fights with sin, and death, and hell make 
ready. Strip your vessel for thefray; hang 
the sheet chains over the side, Send down the 
top-gallant masts. Bar:icadethe wheel. Rig 
in the flying jib-boom. Steer straight for the 
shining shore, and hear the shout of the great 
commander of earth and heaven az ile cries 
fromthe shrouds: “To bim that overcometh, 
will I give to eat of the tree of life which is in 
the midst of the paradise of God.”

The Planting of Trees. 

The department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington bas recently issued some interesting 
circulars relating to the subject of forestry. 
A great deal of interest has been aroused in 
a\l the states in regard to tree-planting and 
the renewing of our forests. 

The forestry division of the department of 
agriculture is anxious to receive reports 
fronr the states which observe arbor day. It 
is suggested that some one in each town 
where theday was observed forward to the 
department an account of the number and 
kinds of trees planted, and any other facts 
of interest in connection with the celebra- 
tion. 

Commissioner Colman bas issued a circa 
lar to educational men, urging the import- 
ance of this matter. The commissioner 
probably took a hint from Atlanta,- where 
the governor’s proclamation met a most 
hearty response, not only fram the citizens, 
but fiem ihe public schools. 

The planting of trees is indeed an import 
ant matter, and it is one to which the pab. 
lic spirited citizens of Atlanta should 
promptly turn their attention. Savannad 
planted thousands of shade trees last year, 
although that city is already better shaded 
today than Atlanta will be fifty years from 
now. This, however, is not altogether the 
fault of Atlanta’s citizens. It is probable 
that more trees have been p!anted in Atlanta 
during the lat twenty years than in any 
other two cities of the uaion, bat the 
authorities have made it a point to destroy 
whatithe citizens have endeavored to buiid 
up. 

With® every change of administration 
comes a change of grade on the residence 
streets, and the result is that since the war 
more than twenty thousand of the finest 
shade trees have been destroyed’ in order 
that the whims of city engineers may be 
put in practice. This business of tree 
destruction 1s not as popular as formerly. 
Let us hope that it will be reformed alto- 
gether. 
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Danger of Cholera. 

Nearly all the newspapers in the Missis- 
sippi valley are advising the people of that 
section to take every possible precaution 
against cholera. The St. Louis Republican 
urges the strictest sanitation, especially in 
the cities. 

The Sanitary Era, in discussing sanitary 
measures, Says: 

Asiatic cholera, it is row generally believed by 
those best able to judge, seems more likely to reach 
this continent during the coming summer than at 
any peried for a number of years. 

A New Orleans medical publication says 
of the danger: 

Step by step the cholera is creeping through 
South America, gathering force asit marches. Be- 
ginning in Beunos Ayes, by the latter part of D2- 
ceruber it had crossed the Argentine Republic and 
gained foothold in Chili. In March it was rayvaz- 
ing the state of Panama. Should the plague 
reach the isthmus and Mexico, there will be 
small hope of this city escaping, and the floodgates 
of New Orleans once passed, the Mississippi valley, 
and, iuceed, the whole country, may be inundated 
with the disease before there is time to realize the 
dancer, ) 

The official organ of the Pennsylvania 
state board of health adds: 

It would seem that we have now more reason to 
fear the advent of cholera than at any previous 
period since the commencement of the present 
epidemic. Hitherto we have been separated from 
the disease by thousands of miles of water. Now 
ithe case is yery Cifferent. During the past winter 
the disease has been slowly creeping up the Amer- 
can continent: itis really on our shores, and it is 
therefore dificult to understand how any system of 
quarantine can keep it away from us

sideration. The iear ot a cholera epidemiz 
in this country is by no means an idle sen- 
sational alarm. The mere possibility of 
such a scourge is sufficient to put us to oar 
most scientific methods and our most indus-

Tbe Cotton Movement, 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton market, says 
that for the week endiog last Friday, the 
20th, the total receipts have reched 10,6263 
bales, against 12,666 bales last week, 13,077 
bales the previous week, and 15,141 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the first of September, 1886, 5,158,523 
bales, against 5,142,549 bales tor the same 
period of 1885-86, showing an increase siace 
September 1, 1886, of 15,974 bales. 

The exports for the same period reach a 
total of 21,227 bales, of which 13,035 were 
to Great Britain, -—— to France, and 8,192 
to the rest of the continent. The total 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
333,400 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up this week (4,360 pales, | 
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the cottonin sight Friday night of 5,699 
bales as compared with the same date of 
1€86, an increase of 30,369 bales as com: 
pered with the corresponding date of 1885, 
and a decrease of 203,290 bales as compared 
with 1884. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 7,581 bales, and were Fri- 
day night 110,397 bales less than at the 
same period last year. The receipts at the 
same towns have been 6,662 bales leas than 
the same week last year, and since Septem- 
ber 1 the receipts at all the towns are 15,- 
115 bales lees than for the same time in 
1885 86. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, are 5,175,331 bales; 
in 1885-86 were 5,501,195 bales; ia 1884-85 
were 4,741,467 bales, and although the re- 
ceipts at the ontports the “past week were 
10,626 bales, the actnal movement from 
plantations was only 2,984 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the ia- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
3,887 bales, and for 1885 they were 760 
bales. 

The Chronicle says that cotton for future 
delivery at New York was very dall for the 
first half of the week under review, bat 
prices showed increasing firmness, especial- 
ly for this crop and the early months of the 
next crop, and on Weduesday there was 
some renewal of speculative activity, with 
prices still advancing, supported by better 
prices at Liverpool add the rapid decrease 
of stocks in American markets. A ‘urther 
advance on Thursday was attended with 
some appearance of stronger confidence in a 
higher range of values for futures, due to 
the increased demand for cofton on the spot 
at better prices. Friday most of Thursday’s 
advance was lost in sympathy with a decline 
at Liverpool and the risivg war cloud on the 
continent. The smaller business early in 
the week was by many ascribed to the ab- 
sorbing iaterest of the speculationin Rio 
coffee; many members of the cotton exchange 
being alse members of the coffee exchange, 
Cotion on the spot met with a fair demand 
for home consumption, and on Weduesday 
quotations were advanced 1-16c, Oo Thurs- 
day there was a further advance of 1-l6c, 
with a larger business done.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Aurora Borealis. 

W. B., Blackville, 8. C.: Is the aurora borealis 
supposed to be phosphoric gas? 

Various theories haye been framed in times past 
concerning the aurora. It was bythe ancients 
thought to be of supernatural origin, but with the 
discoveries of modern times a natural explanation 
of it wassought. The first theory was that it was 
caused by phosphoric gases escaping from the 
¢arth at the poles. Later “different theories ac- 
counted forit by the radiation of light from the 
solor corona, or reflections from a belt of atoms 
thrown off by the earth. But since the discovery 
of electsicity, all speculation on the nature of the 
aurora has taken in that forceas a principal factor, 
and modern experiments have been especially 
turned to securing proof of the electrical nature of 
the auroral display. Recent expeditions to the 
arctic region, where alone the aurora can be seen 
in its pertection, have added numerous facts for 
the gen¢railization of scientists. It is now believed 
thatthe altitude of auroras is not great, that it does 
not exceed that of the zone of clouds. M.de la 
Rive, a Gcnoese scientist, has made maay 
important observations in visits to 
the polar regiors, and his theory is 
generally accepted. He soys that the 
aurora is caused by the recomposition of the pos- 
itive and negative electricity, always to be found 
in the upper and lower strata of air, respectively. 
ibe upion takes place more readily in the dry air 
of the north, and is visible only when the air is 
filled with fine, transparent, microscopic needles 
of ice, which also fayor the formation of the luna 
haios, seen so frequently in cold regions. Both M. 
de la Rives and M. Lenstrom haye produced minia- 
ture auroras by means of electrical apparatus. M. 
Lenstrom’s experiments, which were made ia Finu- 
land, in 188?, are thus described: ‘He surrounded 
the neck of a mountain with a coil of copper wire, 
pointed at intervals with tin nibs. He charged the 
wire with electricy, and nearly every night pro- 
duced a yellow white light on the tin points, in 
which the spectroscope analysis revealed the 
greenish yellow ray that characterizes the aurora 
borealis. Onthe peak of Pietarintumturi, in 70° 
north latitude, he was especially successful, an au- 
roral ray making its appearance directly ovar and 
about 150 yards above thecopper coil.” In high 
latitudes, a faintly luminous are about the mag- 
netic pole a8 a center was observed by theexplorer. 
Nordenskjold, who has advanced the theory that 
theie isa permanent luminous corona encircling 
the magnetic pole. This, though it cannot be seen 
when the auroras are visible, is ye} the cause of al 
auroral displays. This theory has, however, not 
yet been sufficiently tested for acceptance.

Speech Derangement, 


There are several forms of speech derange- 
ment, caused by a paralysis of a portion of the 
brain—the speech centers.

There are three forms of asphasia: 1, the sensary, 
in which the printed words are clear enough to the 
eye, but convey no impression to the brain; 2, tHe 
motor,in which the patient can read and under- 
stand the printed words, but cannot utter them,

The following case illustrates the firstform. A 
cultivated woman, being taken with a severe pain 
above the left temple, was surprised next morniag 
to find herself unable to read a word, although she 
plainly saw the letters and words, and every oject 
im herroom. The largest letters, the heading of 
the daily paper, were as unreccegnizabie as ihe 
smallest. In about two weeks she began to recover, 
and could read again with tolerable facilily in 
about three months. This was a case of word 
blindness. 

A somewhat similar case of word-deamess is re- 
ported. A well educated gentleman, who fuliy 
understood what heread, was nevertheless able 
to utter only gibberish. Thus the senttnce, ‘The 
Odessa line is again working properly,’ he read, 
“The arsoil lens a puff piff miss corres povety.” 

The second, or motor aphasia, isthe more com- 
mon form. In this the person may fully under- 
stand all that is said to him, and yet be unable to 
speak or write the word he wishes to; and even if 
he seeks to express his meaning by gestures, he 
makes the wrong movemenis. 

Ip the mixed forms, the patient, in some cases, 
cannot speak the words, and yet can write them; 
in others he can write, and yetis unable to read 
hisown writing. The power ofspeech is, in gen- 
eral, however, left unimpaired. 

Allied to aphasia is so-called paraphasia, In 
this disorder, the patient, thinking to use a par- 
ticvlar word, uses one not haying the slightest re- 
semblance toit. Sometimes he loses a whole class 
of words, most commonly nouus, andis forced to 
supply their place by a description, as ‘‘what one 
cuits witb.” for ‘‘scissors,”’ or ‘‘window,” ‘“‘what 
one sees through.”

All the fulness of God was in Christ and that 
fulness Christ divides with his people, The 
completeness thereforo, thatthe believer roe- 
ceives from Christ is above that which he lost 
in Adam. 

In Adam we were a littie lower than the an- 
gels, in Christ we are infinitely above angels. 
In Christ, the soulthat had worshiped the 
wind and the streams and had almost chiseled 
the marble into living images in its search af- 
ter God “found the brightness of the Fathor’s 
glory and the express image of his person’”’ 

CHURCH OF THE REDEEMER. 

The Rey. J. B. Richardson, of Hiawatha, 
Kansas, a preacher of great power and origin- 
ality, occupied Dr. Eddy’e pulpit yesterday 
morning and last night.

LETTER FROM AN ATLANTIAN IN 


ENGLAND. 


The Great Number of Americaa Tourists in Burdpe 
— Bo ffslo Bili ard Bis Wila West Show—aA Visit 
to Burefield Burying Ground Where 
Bunyan acd Wattees are Iaterred. 


Loxpbon, May 12.—[Special Correspondence.] 
Coming to Europe has not only become fash- 
ionable, but easy of accomplishment. To those 
secking recreation only, there opens a wide 
field for erjoyment. To the student, however, 
many of the doors which he fancied stood open 
he finds closed at his approach. He fiads the 
influence of class and caste are all against his 
movements. He finds that that peculiar elas- 
ticity in the social atmosphere at home has no 
plece in English society, but instead a red tape- 
ism which systematically strangles all the 
natural instincts of his nature. 

It is amusing to read in the daily press the 
dexription of “Buffalo Bill” as the typical 
American. The “Wild Westshow” of Mr. 
Cody is furnishing an in finite amount of enter- 
tainwent for eur English cousins—even to 
o«mbers cf parliament and titled nob:omen. 

Kut how Boston culchure would blash to be 
reprerented by the wild horseman! Bat there 
are many here who make no distinction be- 
tween the two,and can see none. Siill there 
are many who, through books ani personal ob- 
servation, appreciate the difference between 
these two extremes, for there is no other for- 
eign county about which they know so much 
as that of the United States. 

The influx of Americans into England this 
year will be remarkably great. Already they 
come in scores, and hundreds more are on the 
way. The steamships aro already crowded? 
and all available room has been engaged for 
two or three months to come on every line 
leading out from New York. A great many 
are booked from the south. The writer hopes 
that-all may have a more pleasant voyage than 
was viuchsafed to him. . For four days of the 
nine we were tempest tossed, Oar mammoth 

ship of 470 feet in length was toyed 
about by the waves, 26 a boy’s kite by 
the wind. Bravely she ontrode tham 
all, and landed us safely at L iverpool. We 
hada good crowd aboard, a genial, plossant 
company. A common fate and a common suf- 
fering made us all akin. There was muca 
banéshaking and many promises made, (many 
of them to be broken), as we separated oa the 
deck of the Aurania, Apr/l 18th. Our party 
came directly to London, where we wore lost 
in the innumerable throng who are rushing 
madly on after the things of this world. 
Some writer has sty led London “a wilderness 
of hcuses,’ and it is not imappropriate. Oae 
can be asmuch alone amid the millions of 
human beings who surge around him 
as in “ag trackless forest.” Our landlandy, who 
bas cecupied her present quarters for thirteen 
years, is s ‘still unac quainted: with her next door 
neighbors, wh 0 have also been domiciled with- 
in «a few feet of her the samo length of time— 
a brick wallonly separating them on either 
side. 

I failed tosee the other Atianta travelers, 
whocame by the White Star line, as they 
passed through London. I suppose they have 
gone on over thecontinent. Busiaess hs con- 
fir «d my movements within its legitimate 
channs le, 2 an me? Tam compelled fox the present to 
time y ey secu Everybody 
writes about St. Westminster 
Abbey, and the Tower of London, My field of 
observation will bs ofan humbler character. I 
bave cevoted but one single afternoon in visit- 
ing, sud as strange as it may seem, We were 
carried to Bunsfieid burying ground, on City 
Road. Here the inhabitants are more densely 
pa ked than in the thickest populated sections 
of che city. The first grave before which we 
sai down for meditation was that of John 
Buuyan, theanthor ef Pi'grim Progress, a book 
that has been translated into more languages 
than any ever published, save the Bible. I see 
recently it has been translated into Japaneso. 
Dr. Vincent, of Chautauqua fame, un- 
covered his head and exclaimed 
“The grandest character that England has 
ever produced.”’ No doubt that his inflaence 
for gocd upon the human family has exceeded 
that of any other uninspired man who has 
lived. We wandered on, amid ‘the tombs of 
many names well-known in English history. 
We paused in front of ome bearing the in- 
ecsiption: ‘Susannah Wesley; the mother of 
nineteen children,’ among them John and 
Charles, who have made the name famons. 
Charles, by the sweotest of al hymns known 
in rhe English tongue, aad John as the foan- 
cer of the people called Methodists. Just 
across the broad walk,uot a haifa stane’s throw, 
is the grave of the eminently gifted and 
pious Dr. Jsaac Watts, whose grand hymns 
have thrilled the souls of all true Christians of 
whatever name. Notwithstanding his own 
marvelous predactions, he said he would rather 
have written the first verse of Charles Wesley's 
‘Wrestling Jacob” thin a.l which had fallen 
from hisown pen. Jutta little way beyond 
wis the grave of Daniel DeFoe, the boy’s 
friend, and that of Dr. Williams, the great phi- 
lanthropist, who was the friend and patron of 
Dr. Watts. Across the street stands the City 
Road’s chapel, built for John Wesley. The pu'- 
pit and all the surroundings remain just as the 
geod man left it years and years ago. In 
tre rear of the church lies his body, marked by 
an unpretentious shaft. Near by sleep his old 
ccmrades, Dr. Adam Clark and Joseph Ban- 
son. As I before romarked, the inhabitants are 
thicker here than on the adjoining square. In 
a space not more than 75 feet square there are 
over 5,000 buried. There are eleven bodies in 
Mr. Wesley’s grave. To an American these 
things sound incredible. Bat out from these 
gloomy portals, and back into th surging 
crowds who are sweeping along every avenue. 

In England peopie in passing take the left 
instead of the right, as in America, anil 
unsophisticated torcigners have many 
collisions before they learn this fact. 
Were you evera foreigner? If not you have 
not the slightest conception of that “home 
longing” so graphicaliy described in John 
How ard Payne’s composition of “iHome, § wast 
Heme,” to ralize that youare the subject of 
ecnstcnt criticism, and not unfrequently of con- 
tempt of those who are ‘to the manuer born.” 
Those “hawfol Hermericans.’ We make 
many mistskes, but can’t laugh over them, and 
if they will ciiticise we meet them on Sam 
Jones’ plane, ‘We can say as many hard things 
oftLem asihey can of us.” Their women 
have resy cheeks but fearfully large feet. 
Some of them are highly cultivated, but are 
bampered by the conventionality of society. 
American women are educated to be much 
mose indeperdent and self-reliant than Eng- 
lish women. This element in American society 
hasan inflnence which is incalculable, and 
while its develops many traits of character not 
alwaysin conformity to European tastes, it 
contributes, in a large degree, to the intellect- 
ual vigor and charming graces of our American 
ecciety. John Stuart Mill, in an argument for 
the political emancipation of women, said that 
the “English system deprived the country o° 
the aid of at least half of its available brain.’’ 

The ladies of our party are “doing
